The number of Americans 
applying for unemployment 
benefits fell for the sixth 
straight week as the U.S. econ- 
omy, held back for months by 
the coronavirus pandemic, 
reopens rapidly.

House agrees to 
change in process 
for redistricting 


House Democrats approved 
a controversial change to how 
political district boundaries will 
be redrawn ahead of next year’s 
elections, muscling through 
legislation in the face of pointed 
opposition from Republican 
lawmakers, the Democratic sec- 
retary of state, and many local 
elections officials. 

The House voted 131-29 
yesterday to advance a bill that 
would flip the order of opera- 
tions in the once-every-decade 
redistricting and reprecincting 
process.

Mobile app-based used car retailer Car- 
vana wants to build a 66-acre distribution 
and processing center in what’s now a 
tobacco field off College Highway. 

It would be a facility big enough for 
8,200 cars and big enough to generate 
2,600 vehicle trips a day including 90 
trips by car carriers, according to tran- 
scripts of past Planning Board hearings. 
The builders seek a special use permit to 
allow the distribution center in an indus- 
trial zone.

Officer who died 
trying to save 
drowning boy 
laid to rest

When Worcester Police Officer En- 
manuel Familia jumped into the pond 
at Green Hill Park last week trying to 
save a 14-year-old boy from drown- 
ing, he didn’t think about what may be 
the consequences of his actions. 

That is a lesson to take from “Man- 
ny’s” sacrifice, Father Diego Buritica 
told mourners gathered for a funeral 
Mass yesterday at St. John’s Church in 
Worcester. 

“We believe that Manny’s life is not 
lost and his sacrifice is not a waste. 
But we believe that in his heart there 
was a call from God to serve others 
and to offer the best he had for them,” 
Buritica said. 

A sea of blue filled Temple Street in 
front of St. John’s Church yesterday 
morning, as fellow officers and loved 
ones bid a final farewell to Familia. 

“No one has greater love than this, 
to lay down one’s life for others, to 
give up his life for others,” Buritica 
continued. 

Familia’s casket was escorted to 
the church in a horse-drawn casket, 

a procession that included hundreds 
of officers on motorcycles, officers on 
foot, and the Worcester Police Mount- 
ed Unit. 

The mourners passed under an 
American flag hoisted up by two 
Worcester Fire Department trucks. 
Row upon row of Worcester officers 
lined up in front of the church, some 
holding back tears. 

Familia made the ultimate sacrifice 
last week. He died on Friday, trying 
to save the teen in the pond. Both the 
officer and the boy, Troy Love of Vir- 
ginia, slipped under the water’s

CDC study: 10% of infected 
kids may need hospitalization

Dr. John O’Reilly is hoping that parents of 
children eligible to receive a COVID-19 vac- 
cine have noticed it is now being adminis- 
tered at numerous sites from grocery stories 
to pharmacies to pediatrician offices. 

“Many of these sites are offering walk-in 
vaccines, so it may be as easy as adding 
vaccinating your teen to your grocery list the 
next time you go out to get some milk at your local grocery 
store or pharmacy,” said O’Reilly, a long-in-practice pediatri- 
cian who heads Baystate Medical Center’s general pediatrics 
division. 

The one-shot Johnson and Johnson vaccine, as well as 
Moderna’s two-dose shot, are authorized for use in those 
18 or older. Pfizer received emergency use authorization 
May 10 from the Food and Drug Administration to expand 
COVID-19 vaccine for administration in those 12 to 15 years 
of age. The two-dose Pfizer-BioNTech vaccine had been 
given FDA authorization in early December for use against 
COVID-19 in those 16 years and older.

The site is at 686 College 
Highway, the corner of Route 
10 and 202 with Tannery 
Road. 

The project has been before 
the town planning board since 
May 25, the most recent hear- 
ing was continued last Tues- 
day night and will resume 
Tuesday, June 29, via Zoom. 

Goddard said yesterday that 
at that meeting he expects 
more detail on a proposed 
traffic light at College highway 
and Tannery. The entrance 
to the property will be from 
Tannery and a light, he said, 
would help traffic flow. 

He also expects more detail 
on storm water plans. 

Neighbor and lifelong 
Southwick resident Cynthia 
Marshall opposes the project 
and wants more residents 
paying attention. 

“This is just not conducive 
to what Southwick is,” she 
said. “It’s going to be that 
beautiful farmland where 
those barns are.” 

She worries about water use 
for car washing. Given that 
there is a moratorium on new 
water hookups planning a 
capacity upgrade. 

Goddard said the facility 
will use 9,000 gallons a day, 
an amount that the town’s wa- 
ter system says it can handle. 

She worries about traffic. 
She worries about the visual 
impact. 

She also pointed to the 
commercial and residential 
development along College 
Highway in the last few years, 
especially between the Route 
57 intersection and Westfield 
to the north. 

“They want this to be a Riv- 
erdale Road,” she said, com- 
paring it to the busy Route 5 
commercial corridor in West 
Springfield. 

For Carvana, the proposed 
facility is part of an aggressive 
expansion. The company’s 
business model is that people 
shop for used cars online, 
get them delivered to their

homes and then get a chance 
to test drive and have the car 
checked out over the next sev- 
en days during a money-back 
guarantee. 

Carvana started doing busi- 
ness in Hartford and Greater 
Springfield in 2018. 

This will not be one of 
Carvana’s flashy “Vending 
Machine” towers where peo- 
ple who have purchased cars 
insert their special coin and 
have the car brought out via 
an automated system. 

Instead, as Goddard ex- 
plained based on the appli- 
cation, this will be a regional 
distribution and processing 
center where cars would be 
received, checked, repaired, 
washed, detailed, photo- 
graphed and stored for sale. 

Carvana ,which buys the 
cars at auction, told investors 
it sold 92,000 cars in its most 
recent quarter, 76% year 
-over-year growth. 

Goddard doesn’t have a dol- 
lar amount for the expected 
investment in the project, but 
Carvana distribution points 
around the country have been 
reported to cost $20 millions 
to as much as $40 million. 

This would be the only Car- 
vana distribution and process- 
ing center in Massachusetts, 
he said. 

Marshall said the town also 
limits the number of unreg- 
istered cars that can be ona 
property. 

But Goddard said his be- 
lief, and it’s the subject of a 
town legal opinion, that the 
limit applies to cars that are 
non-functioning. Car dealers 
don’t register every car, he 
said.

surface and did not make it 
out alive. 

“Thank you everyone for 
the many expressions of 
kindness, support and love 
you have shown to us during 
this period of bereavement 
for our family. It has been a 
comforting blessing to each 
of us,” the Familia family 
wrote in a message included 
in the funeral program. 

Familia, 38, leaves his wife, 
Jennifer, and their two chil- 
dren, 17-year-old Jayla and 
13-year-old Jovan, as well as 
his parents and siblings. 

Jennifer, Jayla and Jovan 
placed the Pall atop Famil- 
ia’s casket after the opening 
hymn, “O God Our Help in 
Ages Past.” 

Familia had been with 
the police department for 
five years. Before joining 
the ranks in Worcester, he 
worked as an officer at Clark 
University, at Quinsigamond 
Community College Police 
Department and in Oakham. 
Former colleagues from Clark 
University have remembered 
Familia for his big smile and 
contagious laugh. 

Born in La Vega, Dominican 
Republic, Familia moved to 
Worcester as a young boy. 

In 2001, he graduated from 
Doherty Memorial High 
School in Worcester. He went 
on to attend Quinsigamond 
Community College and was 
most recently pursuing a 
bachelor’s degree in crimi- 
nal justice from Anna Maria 
College. 

The funeral service includ- 
ed readings in both English 
and Spanish, including a 
reading the Book of Wisdom 
a reading from the second let- 
ter of Paul to the Corinthians. 

Jessica Familia, the officer’s 
sister, gave the first reading. 
The second reading was giv- 
en by Maria Almendarez, the 
officer’s mother-in-law. 

In a heartfelt eulogy, Fa- 
milia’s older brother, Elvin, 
promised to help look after 
Familia’s children. 

“He was the light of our 
family with incredible kind- 
ness, passion and a fierce 
personality,” Elvin Familia 
said. 

The Mass was expected 
to draw as many as 10,000 
mourners, including law en- 
forcement members from as 
far away as Ireland, officials 
said. Local departments that

Moderna asked the Food 
and Drug Administration to 
expand emergency use of its 
vaccine for children 12 to 17. 
That process is expected to 
take a month. 

As of June 3, some 116,200 
children in the 12-to-15-age 
group out of a statewide 
population of some 322,200 
in this age group have re- 
ceived one dose of the Pfizer, 
according to Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health 
data that is updated week- 
ly. Some 206,300 out of a 
statewide population of some 
377,000 in the age group 16 
to 19 have received one dose 
of a COVID-19 vaccine. 

Regionally, approximately 
85 first doses of the Pfizer 
have been given through the 
Cooley Dickinson Medical 
Group COVID-19 clinic in 
Northampton, one of the 
local sites, to children ages 
12 to 15 between May 15 and 
June 3 with no second doses 
as of yet. 

Trinity Health Of New 
England Medical Group 
locations in the Greater 
Springfield Area said they are 
waiting for state approval to 
administer the vaccine. Any 
Massachusetts COVID-19 
Vaccine Program-enrolled 
provider can vaccinate 
anyone 12 years of age and 
older. Sites with vaccine can 
transfer doses to other sites, 
but only if those locations are 
also MCVP-enrolled. 

Baystate said that as of June 
8 their sites had administered 
1,026 first shots of the Pfizer 
COVID vaccine to youth 12 to 
15 with 440 in this age group 
fully vaccinated.

field, Brookline, Bellingham, 
Brockton and others. 

Officials including Gov. 
Charlie Baker, Attorney 
General Maura Healey and 
Congressman Jim McGovern 
were among those in atten- 
dance. 

During calling hours 
Wednesday, a representative 
from the Dominican Repub- 
lic consulate arrived at the 
church with a folded flag in 
hand, an offering to thank the 
Familia family for the officer’s 
heroism. 

After the funeral Mass , Fa- 
milia was escorted to his final 
resting place at Saint John’s 
Cemetery in Worcester. 

In the days since Familia 
lost his life, people have left 
flowers and other mementos 
on a cruiser parked outside 
the police station, which was 
draped in black bunting. 

A memorial fund has been 
set up to help Familia’s fam- 
ily. There is also a GoFund- 
Me page. People across the 
country have been making 
donations. 

A GoFundMe page has also 
been started to help pay for 
Love’s memorial services. 
Teen dreamed of joining the 
military someday and loved 
video games, his family re- 
membered. 

Familia was a member of 
the Worcester Police Depart- 
ment’s Tactical Patrol Force 
and Crisis Invention Team. 
He was a crisis negotiator and 
a recruitment officer. Recent- 
ly, he was training to join the 
SWAT Team. 


“Teenagers getting the 
vaccine have similar mild 
reactions that we have seen 
in adults: fever, muscle 
aches, fatigue and headache 
that lasts a day or two,” said 
O’Reilly who sees patients at 
Baystate’s High Street Health 
Center. 

“These side effects are far 
less debilitating than the 
natural disease, and parents 
can plan for them. Having 
your teen resting on the 
couch taking Tylenol for a 
day is far more manageable 
than watching your teen- 
ager recovering from an 
ICU admission or suffering 
from long COVID for many 
months.” 

A recent Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention 
report is on O’Reilly’s mind. 
It highlights an increase in 
adolescents being hospi- 
talized for COVID-19 from 
mid-March to mid-April with 
nearly one-third requiring 
admission to intensive care 
and five percent needing in- 
vasive mechanical ventilation 
to breath. 

“We have been lulled into 
thinking that children are 
not getting very sick with 
COVID because we are not 
seeing those images on our 
TV screens and social media 
feeds,” O’Reilly said. “There 
have been over four million 
pediatric cases of COVID 19. 
The most recent CDC study 
indicates that over 10% of 
children who get COVID 
19 may need to be hospital- 
ized, and one third of those 
hospitalized children will be 
sick enough to be cared for in 
an ICU.” 

The CDC report mirrors 
what Baystate Children’s 
Hospital reported in early 
April - a spike in COVID-19

Outside the police sta- 
tion, Familia was devoted 
to the Worcester communi- 
ty. Off-duty, he was on the 
department’s basketball team 
and represented the depart- 
ment in charities. 

When Familia had time off, 
he remained very active serv- 
ing as the basketball coach 
for St. Peter’s Church. He also 
enjoyed vacationing in Flor- 
ida and going to the beach 
with his family, according to 
his obituary. 

Calling Familia a “true 
hero,” Worcester Police Chief 
Steven M. Sargent said the 
pain felt in the department 
and city is overwhelming. 

The loss of Familia “has 
been one of the hardest 
things any of us has had to 
deal with in our careers,” he 
said. 

That pain, however, is one 


infections among those under 
18 tested for the virus by 
Baystate labs and an increase 
in related hospitalizations, 
including to pediatric inten- 
sive care. Cases included one 
diagnosed with multi-system 
inflammatory syndrome 

in children, a potentially 
disabling condition believed 
related to a prior COVID-10 
infection or exposure to the 
virus. 

Dr. Donna Fisher, chief of 
infectious diseases at Bay- 
state Children’s Hospital, said 
June 3 that the hospital has 
seen “slightly less of inpatient 
cases, but testing positivity 
rates are going down in all 
children under 18 years of age 
from a high of 9.0% positivity 
in our area eight weeks ago 
to 2.0% positivity during the 
last week of May.” 

During the two weeks from 
May 16 through May 29, state 
data shows the age group 
under 20 with the highest 
number of confirmed cases 
is those 10 to 14 with 440 
cases. The number of cases 
for those 15 to 19 during this 
time period is 387. These 
combined figures of 827 
cases for those 10 through 19 
represent the largest number 
of cases by any age for those 
two weeks. 

Those in the 10 to 14 age 
group also had the highest 
case rate per 100,000 for 
those in any age category 
at 110.4 per 100,000 for 
the time period. The sec- 
ond highest figure and the 
highest overall by any of the 
established groups is 800 in 
those 20 to 29 for the time 
period. 

“We are still seeing COVID 
19 positive patients, but the 
positivity rate is dropping,” 
O’Reilly said. “In almost 


with which Worcester is 
unfortunately familiar. In just 
more than 20 years, the city 
has suffered a dozen line of 
duty deaths. 

The last time a Worcester 
police officer died in the line 
of duty was in 2012. Peter 
Kneeland died as a result of 
injuries he suffered in 1991 
after being struck by a vehicle 
on duty. 

The Worcester Fire Depart- 
ment has seen a series of loss- 
es dating back to 1999, when 
the “Worcester 6” were killed 
in a blaze at the Worcester 
Cold Storage and Warehouse 
Co. building. Since then, the 
department has mourned the 
deaths of Firefighter Jon D. 
Davies Sr. in 2011, Firefighter 
Christopher Roy in 2018, Fire 
Lt. John Kennedy in 2019, 
and Fire Lt. Jason Menard, 
also in 2019. 


all of the cases it is an adult 
family member or friend who 
exposed the child to the virus. 
Our adult vaccination rate in 
Hampden County lags behind 
the rest of the state, and get- 
ting more adults vaccinated 
will help keep our communi- 
ties and our kids safe.” 

O’Reilly said that the “de- 
cisions parents make about 
vaccinating themselves is of- 
ten mirrored in the decisions 
they make around vaccinat- 
ing their children.” 

“We spend a lot of time 
talking to parents about 
COVID vaccination, and the 
first step in that dialogue 
is trying to understand the 
parent’s perspectives and 
concerns about COVID 
vaccinations,” O’Reilly said. 
“Some parents are ‘early 
adopters’ who have already 
been vaccinated themselves. 
These parents understand 
how deadly COVID can be 
and how safe and effective 
the vaccines are, and they are 
often proactively asking us 
about how to get their chil- 
dren vaccinated.” 

He said that some parents 
“are hesitant to get them- 
selves vaccinated and are of- 
ten also hesitant to vaccinate 
their children.” 

“Understanding the reasons 
behind their hesitation and 
addressing their concerns 
are the key to moving those 
parents from ‘T’ll think about 
it’ to “Yes, let’s do it today,” 
O’Reilly said. “Many parents 
have medical questions about 
the vaccine. Immunology and 
epidemiology can often be 
difficult to understand, and 
addressing those questions 
and explaining how safe and 
effective these vaccines are 
helps to overcome parental 
doubt and reluctance.”

Senate women 
seek harmony 
in gathering 


OU CAN’T FIND ACCORD WITH SOMEONE 

you aren't even talking with. As such, communica- 
tion is the first, fundamental step toward compro- 
mise. Add a little trust to the mix, preferably gained 
over time, and there could come some actual understanding. 
And then, who knows? 

Republicans and Democrats in Washington today live 
in separate worlds. They go to separate gatherings, eat in 
different restaurants, travel in circles that are almost entirely 
mutually exclusive. 

If only there were some way to break the ice, one might be 
able to imagine breaking the legislative logjam. 

This is the basic idea behind Vice President Kamala Harris’ 
decision to resurrect the moribund gatherings of female 
senators from both political parties. As reported by Politico, 
Harris has invited the 24 women currently serving in the 
Senate - 16 Democrats and eight Republicans - to gather 
with her at her residence for dinner. 

Let’s hope they have a grand time, finding things to bond 
over, things to bring them together. They are, after all, pow- 
erful women who are serving in an exclusive club that was 
for so long a bastion of male power. That alone should help 
the women bond. 

Far too often in our era, folks in Washington see them- 
selves first and foremost as either Democrats or Republi- 
cans, or at least act as though they do. Imagine being able to 
set that aside for an evening. It could be the start of some- 
thing. Something necessary. 

No one imagines that a single dinner at the Naval Observa- 
tory, where the vice president lives, will change the course of 
history. 

But it could lead to a second dinner, and then a third, and 
the group could find itself building a bit of trust. And ex- 
changing ideas, with thoughts of finding common ground. 

The two political parties are supposed to offer different 
visions of where they’d like to see America going. But they 
aren't supposed to be working only to paint those on the 
other side as the bad guys, as beneath contempt. 

Ideally, and maybe even in reality, both sides want ulti- 
mately what’s best for the nation and the citizenry. 

It’s doubtful that the women who gather at Harris’ home 
will end the evening by sitting in a circle, joining hands and 
singing “Kumbaya,” but they could at least find they aren’t 
exactly enemies. And that would be so much better than 
where we are today.

Selfless act 
shows true 
generosity 


N EXAMPLE OF TRUE KINDNESS, GENEROSI- 
ty and hope occurred last Friday at the graduation 
ceremony at Fitchburg High School. Verda Tetteh, 
17, impressed by hearing the high school’s assistant 
principal speak about being selfless and choosing a higher 
path by doing the right thing, did something tremendous. 

The Harvard-bound Tetteh turned down a $40,000 schol- 
arship, requesting the money instead be given to someone 
who needs money to pay for community college. 

Fitchburg’s General Excellence award, accompanied by 
the George K Pogin Scholarship, offered $10,000, which is 
renewable for four years. But Tetteh felt she had received 
enough support through other scholarship money and finan- 
cial aid from the university, so she decided to pay it forward. 
Tetteh already made her speech, but returned to the stage 
and said, “I am so very grateful for this. But I also know that I 
am not the one who needs it most.” 

Tetteh said her mother, Rosemary Annan, inspired her 
to make the decision to have the scholarship reallocated. 
Annan, originally from Ghana, earned her own degree from 
a community college at age 47. 

Annan said she was shocked and proud that her daughter 
would exhibit such a selfless act. “I just knew she’s ready for 
me to let her be on her own. I’m not afraid, and I’m not sad 
about it that someone’s going to get some good help. If I had 
gotten that help, I would have been thrilled.” The school has 
been in contact with the family that set up the scholarship to 
get approval to reallocate the money. 

The pandemic, at times, has brought out the worst of us, 
but we’ve also heard, or experienced firsthand, stories of 
empathy, altruism and generosity. The stories about bad acts 
and actors sometimes make us shrug and move on, thinking 
this is just another example of the sign of the times, but there 
are other stories that make us pause and take notice and 
realize the good and kindness and selflessness that can occur 
at any given moment. 

The action of Tetteh provides a solid example of selfless 
generosity that can truly make a difference in the life of 
someone who is truly in need. 

If Tetteh, who plans to study chemistry and pre-med, 
represents the future leadership of our country, we are likely 
in good hands.

Why Trump may lose influence in GOP 


OMMON WISDOM HOLDS 

that former president Donald 

Trump remains the dominant 

force within the Republican Par- 
ty. The truth is that his personal influ- 
ence and standing are not as powerful as 
many imagine, and his power is as likely 
to decline as it is to increase. 

There’s no denying that many Repub- 
licans still revere Trump. He remains 
highly popular with GOP voters, and 
candidates for office still vie for his 
endorsement. Two recent Politico/ 
Morning Consult polls show how strong 
he remains. A mid-May poll found that 
half of Republicans surveyed would vote 
for Trump in a hypothetical 2024 pres- 
idential primary matchup, and another 
poll released this week shows that 59% 
want Trump to play a major role in the 
party going forward. Trump is clearly the 
single most influential figure in the party 
today. 

But this masks how much his power 
has declined from its peak. Polls con- 
ducted before Election Day in 2020 
regularly showed that more Republicans 
said they were supporters of Trump than 
they were of the GOP. Echelon Insights, 
a GOP polling firm, found in October 
that 59% of Republicans said they were 
Trump acolytes first, compared with 
only 30% who favored the party first. 
The firm’s May poll, however, found that 
Republicans were equally split between 
backing the former president and the 
party. A NBC/Wall Street Journal poll 
shows the same trend. The same poll in 
September found 53% of Republicans 
saying they were Trump backers first 
compared with 37% who were primar- 
ily party backers. By April 2021, party 


backers led Trump supporters among 
Republicans by a50-to-44 margin. 
Trump is still strong, but his standing is 
falling, not rising. 

Other signs point to the gradual ero- 
sion of Trump’s influence. Candidates 
may seek his support, but those who 
fail to get it don’t drop out of the race. 
Trump’s endorsement of Alabama Rep. 
Mo Brooks for his state’s open Senate 
seat did not dissuade Katie Britt, a for- 
mer chief of staff to retiring Sen. Richard 
Shelby, from entering the race on Tues- 
day. Her three-minute announcement 
video barely mentions Trump and strikes 
traditional conservative themes of faith, 
family and hard work. 

Nor did Trump’s endorsement of Rep. 
Ted Budd for North Carolina’s open 
Senate seat drive Budd’s two prominent 
Republican opponents, Rep. Mark Walk- 
er and former governor Pat McCrory, out 
of the contest. Contrast this with former 
senators Bob Corker and Jeff Flake, each 
of whom decided not to run for re-elec- 
tion rather than face Trump’s wrath. 
Politically sophisticated Republicans 
believe they can win primaries without 
Trump’s backing, something few would 
have dared to do even a few months ago. 

Trump’s own behavior supports the 
idea of waning power. He is not trying to 
influence congressional deliberations at 
all, leaving legislative strategy to party 
leaders such as Senate Minority Leader 
Mitch McConnell of Kentucky. The more 
lawmakers act without Trump’s guid- 
ance, the harder it will be for Trump to 
re-establish his dominance later. Trump 
also canceled his online blog after less 
than a month because so few people 
were reading it. The demand for Trump 


may be a mile wide, but it seems only 
a few inches deep among a majority of 
Republican voters. 

It’s hard to see what Trump can do over 
the next year to strengthen his standing. 
His decision not to engage in any serious 
legislative fight will keep him out of the 
news while potential rivals such as Flori- 
da Gov. Ron DeSantis use their positions 
to curry favor with Republicans. DeSan- 
tis is aiming for the party’s sweet spot 
- Republicans who like Trump’s agenda 
but are ready to move on from him. An 
April Echelon Insights poll found that 
only 41% of GOP voters want a party that 
is led by Trump. Thirty-eight percent 
take less positive views toward Trump’s 
future role, with the party’s center being 
the 21% who want a party that supports 
Trump’s “America First” agenda but 
is not led by him. As more potential 
candidates such as DeSantis show that a 
Trump-like party shorn of his toxic ele- 
ments is possible, the more Republicans 
will leave Trump behind. 

Next year’s party primaries will be a 
crucial test for Trump. He has staked 
his reputation on defeating members 
of Congress who voted to impeach him 
while also endorsing early in intraparty 
contests. He will need to win the vast 
majority of those contests to prove he is 
still in command. Anything less, and Re- 
publicans will see that they can success- 
fully stand up to the Bedminster bully. 

Those who say that the GOP is Trump’s 
fiefdom are wrong. The barons are 
restless, and many of the peasants want 
a new king. Don’t be surprised if these 
factors depose Trump from his meta- 
phorical throne before the next presiden- 
tial cycle begins.

The fall of the Southern Baptist Convention 


USSELL MOORE IS EITHERA 
politically disillusioned trouble- 
maker or a prophet in a time of 
darkness. In a 4,000-word letter 
charging the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion with racism and sexual abuse, he 
has single-handedly brought the evan- 
gelical Christian world to its knees. 

Moore wrote his hard-charging letter 
in February 2020, while still serving as 
president of the Ethics and Religious Lib- 
erty Commission, the influential policy 
arm of the Southern Baptists. But the 
letter didn’t become public until it was 
leaked on June 2, the day after Immanuel 
Nashville, a church that’s not part of the 
SBC, announced that Moore would be- 
come its pastor in residence and, perhaps 
not coincidentally, about 10 days before 
the Convention meets in Nashville to dis- 
cuss its mission. 

Moore’s letter to the ERLC’s board of 
trustees was an unflinching indictment 
of the executive committee of the coun- 
try’s largest Protestant group. The Con- 
vention has more than 47,000 churches 
with some 14 million members. 

“The presenting issue here is ... sexual 
abuse,” Moore wrote. “This (SBC) Exec- 
utive Committee, through their bylaws 
workgroup, ‘exonerated’ churches, ina 
spur-of-the-moment meeting, from seri- 
ous charges of sexual abuse cover-up.” 

Moore was referring to the case of 
Jennifer Lyell, who accused a Southern 
Baptist seminary professor of sexu- 
al abuse. Moore corroborated Lyell’s 
account in his letter, as did at least four 
other employees, past and present. In 
a separate letter several days ago to the 
outgoing president of the SBC, Moore 
said that the SBC Executive Committee 


altered Lyell’s words “to make it seem 
as though this horrifying experience had 
been a consensual affair.” 

Lyell, who was a former vice president 
at the SBC’s publishing arm, Lifeway 
Christian Resources, told The Washing- 
ton Post that she had lost her job, her 
reputation and her health because of 
bullying and intimidating by the exec- 
utive committee. In his February letter, 
Moore wrote with added emphasis: “I 
am trying to say this as clearly as I can 
to you, brothers and sisters: These are 
the tactics that have been used to create 
a culture where countless children have 
been torn to shreds, where women have 
been raped and then ‘broken down.” 

Moore wrote that the other “draining 
and unrelenting issue” concerned racial 
reconciliation. Moore said one SBC lead- 
er “ripped me to shreds,” when Moore 
suggested in 2011 that the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention should elect an African 
American president. “This same leader 
told a gathering that, “The Conservative 
Resurgence is like the Civil War, except 
this time unlike the last one, the right 
side won.” Moore claimed that he and 
his family have been constantly threat- 
ened by white nationalists and white 
supremacists, including some within the 
convention itself. 

Moore’s words carry weight not least 
because he’s one of the most respected 
evangelicals in the United States. His 
greatest sin seems to be that he often 
thinks, speaks and acts as a Christian. 
Among other things, he was a frequent 
critic of President Donald Trump, which 
borders on blasphemy among the Trump 
faithful. 

When evangelical Christians threw 


their support to Trump, many Americans 
(including yours truly) were perplexed 
if not shocked. How could they sup- 
port someone such as Trump, who was 
willing to divide and conquer through 
race-baiting and whose misogyny was 

a sweaty paw on the heart of American 
womanhood? The overlap between 
conservative Christianity, especially the 
Southern Baptist variety, and the Con- 
federate flag-waving constituency has 
long been concerning. But the conver- 
gence of racist sentiment and Christian 
leadership is next-level disturbing. 

According to Moore, an SBC leader 
discussing police violence against Blacks 
said that “only those with guns would 
prevent black people from burning down 
all of our cities.” One SBC figure said to 
Moore in 2017: “We know we can’t take 
you down. All our wives and kids are 
with you. This is psychological warfare, 
to make you think twice before you do or 
say something.” 

Exposed within that threat is a nugget 
of unintentional insight: Women and 
young people are living a different reality 
than the overwhelmingly white and male 
SBC leadership, which also could be read 
as the Republican Party. A Venn diagram 
of both organizations would show not so 
much overlap as a near-perfect circle. 

All institutions are subject to corrup- 
tion, and there’s no turning away from 
what Moore has exposed, notwithstand- 
ing a not-surprising rebuttal letter from 
Pastor Mike Stone, who is running for 
president of the SBC. Stone dismissed 
Moore’s claims as the politically motivat- 
ed work of a “disillusioned” man. 

Or, perhaps, a prophet. May the angels 
protect him. 
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Battle 
within 
state GOP 
escalates

Under fire for his handling 
of anti-gay remarks made bya 
member of the state commit- 
tee, MassGOP Chairman Jim 
Lyons lashed out yesterday at 
nearly every elected Repub- 
lican in the House, accusing 
them of bowing to “poisonous 
woke cancel culture group- 
think.” 

Lyons, who served eight 
years in the House with many 
of the lawmakers he is now 
attacking, said the 29 House 
Republicans who insisted he 
call for state committeewom- 
an Deborah Martell, who 
represents Ludlow, to step 
down had turned their back 
on Republican values. 

The group, including House 
Minority Leader Brad Jones, 
signed a letter last Friday 
saying Lyons should himself 
step down if he refused to 
demand Martell’s resigna- 
tion after Martell told Con- 
gressional candidate Jeffrey 
Sossa-Paquette she was 
“sickened” by his adoption of 
children with his husband. 

“These elected officials 
made it clear in a letter 
demanding my resignation 
that they’d sooner turn their 
backs on the bedrock Ameri- 
can principles of free speech, 
free expression, and religious 
liberty, so long as it meant 
they could appease the Dem- 
ocrats controlling the state 
Legislature,” Lyons said in an 
email to party members on 
yesterday. 

The chairman urged party 
members to sign a petition 
that would send the elected 
legislators a message: “Please 
join us in calling on them to 
lead, to stand for the First 
Amendment, and to push 
back against the woke cancel 
culture mentality whose only 
endgame is to silence Repub- 
licans like you into submis- 
sion.” 

Lyons’ escalation of the 
turmoil within the Republi- 
can Party came a day after a 
contentious state committee 
meeting in Marlborough 
when the chairman gave 
Martell a platform to defend 
herself in front of the commit- 
tee, according to people who 
attended the meeting.

The number of Americans 
applying for unemploy- 
ment benefits fell for the 
sixth straight week as the 
U.S. economy, held back for 
months by the coronavirus 
pandemic, reopens rapidly. 


Jobless claims fell by 9,000 


to 376,000 from 385,000 
the week before, the La- 

bor Department reported 
yesterday. The number of 


people signing up for benefits 


exceeded 900,000 in early 
January and has fallen more 
or less steadily ever since. 
Still, claims are high by 


historic standards. Before the 


pandemic brought economic 


activity to a near-standstill in 
March 2020, weekly applica- 


tions were regularly coming 
in below 220,000. 

Nearly 3.5 million people 
were receiving traditional 


state unemployment benefits 
the week of May 29, down by 
258,000 from 3.8 million the 


week before. 

Businesses are reopen- 
ing rapidly as the rollout of 
vaccines allows Americans 
to feel more comfortable 


returning to restaurants, bars 


and shops. The Labor De- 
partment reported Tuesday 


that job openings hit a record 


9.3 million in April. Lay- 


offs dropped to 1.4 million, 
lowest in records dating back 
to 2000; 4 million quit their 
jobs in April, another record 
and a sign that they are confi- 
dent enough in their pros- 
pects to try something new. 

“As life normalizes and the 
service sector continues to 
gain momentum, we ex- 
pect initial jobless claims to 
continue to trend lower,” said 
Joshua Shapiro, chief U.S. 
economist at the economic 
and financial consulting firm 
Maria Fiorini Ramirez, Inc. 

In May, the U.S. economy 
generated 559,000 million 
new jobs, and the unem- 
ployment rate dropped to 
5.8% from 6.1% in April. 
Many economists expect- 
ed to see even faster job 
growth. The United States 
is still short 7.6 million jobs 
from where it stood in Feb- 
ruary 2020. 

But employers are post- 
ing vacancies faster than 
would-be applicants can fill 
them. Many Americans are 
contending with health and 
childcare issues related to 
COVID-19 and with career 
uncertainty after the coro- 
navirus recession wiped 
out many jobs for good. 
Some are taking their time 
looking for work because 
expanded federal jobless 
benefits pay more than 
their old jobs. 

Many states are scheduled 
to begin dropping the feder- 
al benefits this month. 


J&J COVID vaccine shelf life extended 


FDA lengthens 
expiration date 
by 6 weeks

Johnson & Johnson said 
yesterday that U.S. regulators 
extended the expiration date 
on millions of doses of its 
COVID-19 vaccine by six 
weeks. 

The company said a Food 
and Drug Administration 
review concluded the shots 
remain safe and effective 
for at least 444 months. In 
February, the FDA originally 
authorized J&J’s vaccine for 
up to three months when 
stored at normal refrigera- 
tion levels. 

Yesterday’s announce- 
ment comes after state 
officials warned that many 
doses in storage would 
expire before the end of the 
month. The change gives 
health providers more time 
to try and use remaining 
J&J shots sitting at pharma- 
cies, hospitals and clinics. 
Many states have adopted a 
“first-in-first-out” approach 
to try and use their oldest 
vaccines first. 

Vaccine expiration dates 
are based on information 
from drugmakers on how 
long the shots stay at the 
right strength. J&J said the 
FDA added six weeks based 
on data from ongoing studies 


assessing the vaccine’s sta- 
bility. 

The FDA has been review- 
ing expiration dates on all 
three U.S. authorized vaccines 
as companies have continued 
to test batches in the months 
since the shots first rolled 
out. Vaccines from Pfizer 
and Moderna, authorized in 
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December, have a six-month 
shelf life. 

The J&J extension will help 
maintain vaccine supplies 
even as the number of 
Americans getting shots has 
slipped.

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House agrees to change 
in redistricting process 


Galvin, Republican 
lawmakers 
oppose bill

House Democrats approved 
a controversial change to how 
political district boundaries 
will be redrawn ahead of next 
year’s elections, muscling 
through legislation in the 
face of pointed opposition 
from Republican lawmakers, 
the Democratic secretary of 
state, and many local elec- 
tions officials. 

The House voted 131-29 
yesterday to advance a bill 
(H 3863) that would flip the 
order of operations in the 
once-every-decade redis- 
tricting and reprecincting 
process. 

Municipalities usually go 
first in the process to draw 
new political districts and 
craft their local precincts 
based on the latest decennial 
U.S. Census population. The 
Legislature then follows, us- 
ing the precincts as building 
blocks to construct districts 
for the House, Senate, Gover- 
nor’s Council and Congress. 

The Census Bureau an- 
nounced in February that, 
due to the pandemic, it now 
plans to deliver redistrict- 
ing data by Sept. 30 rather 
than March 31, with some 
information possibly arriv- 
ing in early August. That 
delay makes it impossible 
for Massachusetts cities and 
towns to meet the existing 
statutory June 15 deadline 
to submit their redrawn 
precincts. 

The House bill would scrap 
the June deadline and autho- 
rize the Legislature to go first 
by redrawing boundaries for

state and federal offices using 
Census tracts and blocks. 
Cities and towns would then 
need to complete their repre- 
cincting work within 30 days 
after the Legislature finalizes 
districts, and that step must 
be completed by Dec. 15. 

Election Laws Committee 
Co-chairman Rep. Dan Ryan 
called the bill, which would 
only apply to the current de- 
cennial process and sunset in 
2022, “a measured response” 
to upheaval inflicted by the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 

“This bill allows the draw- 
ing of new legislative districts 
in a timely manner while 
keeping us in compliance 
with state law and the state 
constitution,” Ryan said on 
the House floor. “We do this 
while still allowing munic- 
ipalities to draw their own 
precinct and sub-precinct 
boundaries to meet their 
needs.” 

The bill landed in the 
Senate just as that chamber 
adjourned for the weekend, 
with plans to return fora 
session on Monday. 

Criticism of the quick push 
has come from a politically 
diverse group, including Sec- 
retary of State William Galvin 
— who said the timeline 
change would be “devastat- 
ing” to cities and towns” — 
the House’s minority caucus, 
and municipal groups. 

During Thursday’s debate, 
Republican Rep. Shawn Dool- 
ey of Norfolk said descrip- 
tions of the bill by Democrats 
as time-sensitive are “a 
fallacy.” 

“Any claim of urgency is a 
false flag intended to stifle 
debate and rush this legisla- 
tion through,” Dooley said. 
“There’s technology that 
allows for instantaneous 
reformatting with the click of

a mouse, so to say that we’re 
in a horrific time crunch 

and that the cities and town 
clerks won’t be able to get 
this done on a timely basis 1s 
nonsense.” 

House Minority Leader 
Brad Jones warned that the 
change could result in “more 
split communities and more 
litigation” from voters who 
feel the new lines do not 
equally distribute voting 
power. 

Gov. Charlie Baker has not 
taken a public stance on the 
bill since it first emerged for 
a public hearing on Monday, 
but Galvin told lawmakers 
he would ask the governor 
to veto it if it reached his 
desk. 

Several voting rights groups 
in the Drawing Democra- 
cy Coalition endorsed the 
switch, telling lawmakers 
at a Monday hearing that 
using the smaller, more 
specific data to craft state and 
federal districts rather than 
already-drawn local precincts 
will allow for more equal 
political boundaries that keep 
ethnic and racial communi- 
ties together. 

Democrats warned yester- 
day, too, of another potential 
cascading effect: if munici- 
palities go first in the process 
as planned and cannot start 
their reprecincting until 
the end of September, the 
Legislature might not finish 
drawing districts a full year 
before the 2022 elections. 

And because the state 
constitution requires state 
representatives to live in the 
district for one year before 
they are elected, completing 
the process after Nov. 8, 2021 
could imperil any incum- 
bents or hopefuls who find 
themselves placed into a new 
district.

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G-7 to pledge 1 billion 


vaccine doses for world 


Biden, US donating 
500 million shots 
to effort

The Group of Seven nations 
are set to commit to sharing 
at least 1 billion coronavirus 
shots with the world, British 
Prime Minister Boris Johnson 
announced yesterday, with 
half coming from the U.S. 
and 100 million from the 
U.K. as President Joe Biden 
urged allies to join in speed- 
ing the pandemic’s end and 
bolstering the strategic posi- 
tion of the world’s wealthiest 
democracies. 

Johnson’s announcement 
on the eve of the G-7 leaders’ 
summit in England came 
hours after Biden commit- 
ted to donating 500 million 
COVID-19 vaccine doses 
and previewed a coordinated 
effort by the advanced econ- 
omies to make vaccination 
widely and speedily available 
everywhere. 

“We're going to help lead 
the world out of this pan- 
demic working alongside 
our global partners,” Biden 
said, adding that today the 
G-7 nations would join the 
U.S. in outlining their vaccine 
donation commitments. The 
G-7 also includes Canada, 
France, Germany, Italy and 
Japan. 

The prime minister’s office 
said the first 5 million U.K. 
doses would be shared in 
the coming weeks, with the 
remainder coming over the 
next year. Biden’s own com- 
mitment was on top of the 80 
million doses he has already 
pledged to donate by the end 
of June. 

“At the G7 Summit I hope 
my fellow leaders will make 
similar pledges so that, to- 
gether, we can vaccinate the 
world by the end of next year 
and build back better from 
coronavirus,” Johnson said 
in a statement referencing 
the U.S. president’s campaign 
slogan. 

Earlier yesterday, French 
President Emmanuel Macron 
welcomed the U.S. commit-

ment and said Europe should 
do the same. He said France 
would share at least 30 mil- 
lion doses globally by year’s 
end. 

“T think the European Union 
needs to have at least the 
same level of ambition as the 
United States,” he said ata 
news conference. He added 
that time was of the essence, 
saying, “It’s almost more 
important to say how many 
(doses) we deliver the next 
month than making promises 
to be fulfilled in 18 months 
from now.” 

The G-7 leaders have 
faced mounting pressure to 
outline their global vaccine 
sharing plans, especially as 
inequities in supply around 
the world have become more 
pronounced. In the U.S., there 
is a large vaccine stockpile 
and the demand for shots 
has dropped precipitously in 
recent weeks. 

Biden predicted the U.S. 
doses and the overall G-7 
commitment would “super- 
charge” the global vaccina- 
tion campaign, adding that 
the U.S. doses come with no 
strings attached. 

“Our vaccine donations 
don’t include pressure for 
favors or potential conces- 
sions,’ Biden said. “We’re 
doing this to save lives, to end 
this pandemic, that’s it.” 

He added: “Our values call 
on us to do everything that 
we can to vaccinate the world 
against COVID-19.” 

The U.S. commitment is to 


buy and donate 500 million 
Pfizer doses for distribution 
through the global COVAX 
alliance to 92 lower-income 
countries and the African 
Union, bringing the first 
steady supply of mRNA vac- 
cine to the countries that need 
it most. 

The Pfizer agreement came 
together with some urgency in 
the last four weeks at Biden’s 
direction, said a senior White 
House official, both to meet 
critical needs overseas and to 
be ready for announcement 
at the G-7. The official, who 
spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity to discuss internal 
plans, added that the Biden 
administration was to apply 
the same wartime posture 
applied to the vaccine rollout 
in the U.S. to its effort to share 
vaccines globally. 

Biden said the 500 million 
U.S.-manufactured vaccines 
will be shipped starting in 
August, with the goal of dis- 
tributing 200 million by the 
end of the year. The remain- 
ing 300 million doses would 
be shipped in the first half of 
2022. A price tag for the doses 
was not released, but the U.S. 
is now set to be COVAX’s larg- 
est vaccine donor in addition 
to its single largest funder 
with a $4 billion commitment. 

The well-funded global 
alliance has faced a slow start 
to its vaccination campaign, 
as richer nations have locked 
up billions of doses through 
contracts directly with drug 
manufacturers. 


Health Connector aims to 
tighten up customer service 


Board agrees 
to $3.4 million 
contract with 
Accenture

The Massachusetts Health 
Connector yesterday took 
what its executive director 
described as a “significant 
step” toward improving 
its customer services, 
green-lighting an agreement 
for call center planning and 
design work this summer. 

“Our member services 
need to improve. We’ve 
heard that clearly from 
our members,” Executive 
Director Louis Gutierrez said 
during a livestreamed board 
meeting. 

The board approved what 
Gutierrez described asa 
“short-term letter agree- 
ment” with Accenture, with a 
cap of $3.4 million. 

He said payments made 
under the agreement would 
be credited toward “overall 
implementation of proposed 
platform and service compo- 
nents, including, significant- 
ly and for the first time ever, 
a Connector-owned and con- 
trolled customer relationship 
management that will help us 
avoid long-term vendor lock- 
in and the pain and member 
disruption inherent in vendor 
transitions every time we 
re-up or renew or re-procure 


a contract.” 

Gutierrez said the plan 
involves tight, ambitious 
timelines. 

“Tn general, it can take 
several months to implement 
contact center improvements, 
and the annual open enroll- 
ment process is that point 
at which the most members 
have the most critical in- 
teractions with the Health 
Connector,” he said. “We'd 
like to start planning for key 
improvements in time for 
the 2022 open enrollment, 
which opens for shopping on 
November the first.” 

The Connector and Accen- 
ture are negotiating the basis 
for a longer-term contract as 
well, Gutierrez said. 

The Connector has worked 
with Accenture before, 
contracting with the com- 
pany last fall to oversee and 
supplement customer service 
staff when call center vendor 
Faneuil ran into what Guti- 
errez described as “issues 
across the board” — including 
absenteeism and problems 
with attrition, recruitment 
and training — that led to 
dropped calls, consumer dis- 
satisfaction and longer waits 
at a time when the pandemic 
and associated unemploy- 
ment spikes were driving 
interest in health insurance 
options. 

A presentation Gutierrez 
delivered to the board said the 
Connector “is drawn to Ac- 
centure’s proposal in no small 


part due to their familiarity 
with the Health Connector’s 
contact center and back office 
needs, based on the support 
services it provided in the fall 
of 2020, which included an 
assessment, additional staff 
trained to serve as customer 
service agents, and manage- 
ment advising, some of which 
continues through to today.” 

The board also approved 
a revision that will lower 
individual and family de- 
ductible limits under the 
minimum creditable coverage 
standards, responding toa 
change in the federal metric 
the Connector uses to index 
those caps. 

The coverage standards 
govern plans that most 
Massachusetts residents are 
required to obtain to comply 
with the state’s health insur- 
ance law or risk facing tax 
penalties. 

The standards include a cap 
on annual deductibles, and in 
March the Connector ap- 
proved 2022 limits of $2,850 
for an individual medical 
deductible and $5,700 fora 
family medical deductible. 
Yesterday’s vote drops those 
limits to $2,750 and $5,500 
respectively. 

The open enrollment period 
that began on Nov. 1, 2020 is 
ongoing, thanks to pandem- 
ic-related extensions, and 
Massachusetts residents can 
sign up for health insurance 
through the Connector until 
July 23, 2021.

Language expert 
rebukes DNA 
consent form

DNA evidence used by 
Massachusetts State Police to 
land a murder charge against 
the man accused of killing 
27-year-old Vanessa Marcotte 
in Princeton in 2016 may be 
in jeopardy. 

Testimonies given in court 
this week by language studies 
experts and the ex-girlfriend 
of Angelo Colon-Ortiz, the 
man authorities claimed 
killed Marcotte, call into 
question the legality of 
evidence collected from pros- 
ecutors’ prime suspect. 

The witnesses were called 
to the stand yesterday in 
Worcester Superior Court 
with the hopes from defense 
attorneys that their state- 
ments would bolster the 
theory that a language barrier 
prevented Colon-Ortiz from 
comprehending what he was 
consenting to when he gave 
state police a cheek swab in 
2017. 

The swab yielded DNA 
evidence that matched DNA 
found underneath Marcotte’s 
fingernails, prosecutors 
said. Colon-Ortiz’s lawyers 
are in the midst of fighting 
to have that sample thrown 
out, claiming it was obtained 
illegally due to the alleged 
miscommunication between 
him and law enforcement. 

The two main questions 
that were brought up during 
the evidentiary suppression 
hearing held Wednesday and 
yesterday were how effective 
a state police trooper was in 
interpreting the conversation 
law enforcement had with 
Colon-Ortiz and how com- 
prehensible the DNA consent 
form was that was given to 
him. 

“As a whole, the document 
— there are parts of it that 
are totally opaque, where 
nobody would understand,” 
said Christopher Maurer, a 
Boston University professor 
of Spanish who was asked to 
examine the form in January 
2020. “It’s operating on a lev- 
el of incomprehensibility.” 

Maurer, who has a Ph.D. 
and a master’s degree from 
the University of Pennsyl- 
vania and more than 20 
published books, bluntly 
said the document doesn’t 
alert the reader as to what 
it’s about. He noted the form 
also says giving one’s DNA is 
voluntary but doesn’t lay out 
an alternative, which may be 
confusing. 

There’s a lack of “logical

prose” in a sentence in the 
form that left Maurer “utterly 
confused,” he added. The 
statement in question says 

a judge may issue an order 
compelling the production of 
a DNA sample. The sentence, 
the professor asserted, may 
cause misunderstanding 
about who can request the 
order and who can deny it. 

According to law enforce- 
ment, Rachel Lozada-Vega, 
Colon-Ortiz’s ex-girlfriend, 
helped interpret the con- 
versation state police had 
when they went to the man’s 
apartment at 68 Woodland 
St., Apt. 1 in Worcester on 
March 16, 2017, to collect his 
DNA. She too was called as a 
witness by his defense attor- 
neys Thursday. 

Adding strength to the 
defense team’s argument 
that Colon-Ortiz didn’t fully 
understand what was being 
asked of him that day four 
years ago, Lozada-Vega said 
she believes he thought the 
DNA collection was man- 
datory, not voluntary as it 
actually was. 

She also claimed state 
police Trooper Tiago Mi- 
randa — who accompanied 
Lt. Robert Parr and Trooper 
Michael Travers to Colon-Or- 
tiz’s home the day the man’s 
DNA was collected to serve 
as an interpreter — didn’t 
read the consent form aloud 
to Colon-Ortiz like Miranda 
alleged he did and spoke 
Spanish poorly. 

Despite understanding ev- 
erything Miranda said, Loza- 
da-Vega called his Spanish 
“very bad,” noting she didn’t 
think Colon-Ortiz hada 
choice in giving his DNA. She 
felt state police were going 
to collect it regardless. Both 
Lozada-Vega and Colon-Or- 
tiz are natives of Puerto Rico. 
Miranda is from Brazil. 

“He didn’t say the correct 
words, so I didn’t understand 


that well,” Lozada-Vega 
said about Miranda’s inter- 
pretations, according to her 
court-appointed interpreter. 
“Everything was very fast.” 

In seven days, Vanessa Mar- 
cotte would have celebrated 
her 32nd birthday. 

Five years ago, the 27-year- 
old woman’s life was cut 
far too short in a case that 
shocked Princeton, leaving 
Marcotte’s loved ones reeling 
and residents in the quiet 
central Massachusetts town 
fearing for their safety. 

Remembered for her intelli- 
gence, generosity and caring 
nature, Marcotte was some- 
one who continuously sought 
to do good in her community, 
according to her family. She 
was hardworking and intel- 
ligent, a Boston University 
graduate who was working at 
Google in New York before 
her untimely death in Princ- 
eton, Massachusetts on Aug. 
7, 2016. 

That day, Marcotte was 
visiting her mother’s home 
on Brooks Station Road in 
Princeton when she went for 
a jog before her bus back to 
New York. She never made it 
onto that bus, though. 

The young woman was 
found dead around 8:30 p.m. 
later that day, less than a 
mile away from her mother’s 
home and roughly 200 feet 
into the tree line on a car 
path, authorities said. At the 
crime scene, her body was 
found partially naked with 
head trauma and burns on 
her hands and feet, “presum- 
ably in an attempt to destroy 
potential DNA evidence,” 
according to a search warrant 
affidavit written by State Po- 
lice Lt. Robert Parr, who was 
a trooper then. 

In the months that fol- 
lowed, investigators zeroed 
in on 35-year-old Angelo 
Colon-Ortiz as the prime sus- 
pect in the woman’s slaying. 





Murder conviction in 


High court 
dismisses appeal 
for new trial

The Massachusetts Su- 
preme Judicial Court this 
week upheld the murder con- 
viction of Michael A. McCar- 
thy in the death of Bella Bond, 
a 2-year-old girl whose body 
was found four years ago ina 
trash bag on the shore of Deer 
Island in Winthrop. 

The court, in a 25-page 
opinion, dismissed McCar- 
thy’s bid for a new trial after a 
review of the 2017 trial found 
no basis to overturn the jury’s 
verdict. 

The discovery of the body, 
initially known as “Baby 
Doe,” in June 2015 touched 
off a firestorm of interest in 
the press and among the pub- 
lic that led to her being iden- 
tified as Bond four months 
later, and the arrest of her 
mother, Rachelle Bond, and 
McCarthy for her murder. 

Prosecutors, in a controver- 
sial move, agreed to charge 
Rachelle Bond with being an 
accessory after the fact and 
stealing public benefits in 
exchange for her testimony 
against McCarthy. He was 
convicted of second-degree 
murder in June 2017 and 
sentenced to 20 years to life 
in prison. 

He appealed the conviction, 
charging mistakes in the

At the trial, Rachelle Bond 
testified that McCarthy was 
upset that Bella would not

their dog in June 2015. She was identified as Bella Bond three 


her, and that McCarthy said of 
Bella “it was her time to die.

Jones has been a little timid at times when 
throwing the ball downfield during the limited 
portions of practice the media has been allowed 
to view. But he said his comfort level is growing 
with each workout. 

“Really, just an everyday grind, so when you’ve 
got to come in and get your routine. That’s 
what I’ve been trying to figure out - what’s my 
routine?” Jones said. “In college you have one 
routine, in the NFL you have another. Every day 
you kind of fiddle with things. Obviously, there’s 
things that I like that I’ve done and things I need 
to adjust.”

“Tt’s different than college. There’s more to it. 
It’s pro football. ll figure it out,” Jones said. “I’m 
continuing to grow in that aspect. I’m obviously 
trying as hard as I can. It’s not like I’m leaving 
early or doing anything like that.

Local hero off 
to strong start

RIDGELAND, S.c. — Dustin Johnson got off to a 
fast start yesterday at Congaree in his home- 
state Palmetto Championship, shooting a 
6-under 65 that left him a shot behind leader 
Wes Roach. 

Johnson, the world’s top-ranked player and 
a South Carolina native, hadn’t played since 
missing the cut the last time he teed it up in the 
Palmetto State at the PGA Championship on 
Kiawah Island last month. 

Johnson appeared he might hold a share of 
the lead before Roach, a 32-year-old seeking 
his first PGA Tour victory, rolled in a 19-footer 
for a go-ahead birdie on the 16th hole. 

Still, Johnson had a smooth, bogey-free 
round in the field’s first try at the Congaree 
Golf Club as the replacement tournament for 
the canceled RBC Canadian Open, called off 
a second straight season due to COVID-19 
concerns. 

Roach, splitting time on the PGA and Korn 
Ferry tours this season, shot his lowest PGA 
Tour round since November 2019. He was a 
stroke in front of Johnson, Doc Redman,

“It sounds incredible,” she 
said. “I cannot believe it. It’s 
actually happening.” 

It seemed especially 
unlikely nine games into the 
third set, when Sakkari held 
a match point. She confessed 
she then became less aggres- 
sive. 

“T got stressed, starting 
thinking that I’m a point 
away from being in the final,” 


she said. “I guess it’s a rookie 
mistake.” 

Krejcikova erased the 
match point with a swinging 
volley for a nervy winner, and 
40 minutes later they were 
still playing. 

Then came the real drama. 
With Krejcikova holding a 
match point in the final game, 
Sakkari hit a forehand near 
the baseline. Bacchi climbed 
off his chair, took a look, 
called the shot good and or- 
dered the point replayed. 

“He came and he’s like, ‘It’s 
in, and I’m like, ‘No, no, no, 
no, no, no. Why?’” she said 
with a chuckle.

A TV replay indicated the 
ball was clearly long, but vid- 
eo review isn’t used at Roland 
Garros, where the balls usual- 
ly leave marks in the clay.

85th-ranked Zidansek, who 
this week became the first 
Slovenian woman to reach a 
Grand Slam quarterfinal, was 
the better player for much of 
the first set, moving well and 
hitting the more aggressive 
eroundstrokes. 

But Pavlyuchenkova won 
the most important points, 
and Zidansek dumped con- 
secutive shaky serves into the 
net to lose the set. 

Pavlyuchenkova’s ground- 


strokes carried more sting in 
the second set as she raced 
toa 4-1 lead. Her first sign of 
nerves came as she dou- 
ble-faulted twice, including 
on break point, to make it 4-3, 
but she broke back and easily 
served out the victory. 

“Tennis is such a mental 
sport,” she said. “That’s what 
is really hard about tennis.” 

Zidansek could only agree. 

“A new situation for me, 
semifinals of a Grand Slam,” 
she said. “So, yeah, I was 
nervous. But who isn’t at this 
point? I was just trying to 
compose my nerves as well as 
I could.” 

Pavlyuchenkova, who has 
won 12 tour titles, will climb 
back into the Top 20 next 
week for first time since Janu- 
ary 2018. 

“She’s in the final,” 
Krejcikova said. “She must be 
playing well.” 

The same could be said for 
Krejcikova, who has won 11 
consecutive matches, includ- 
ing her first WTA singles title 
last month at Strasbourg. She 
is the eighth unseeded wom- 
en’s finalist at the French 
Open in the professional era, 
and the fourth in the past five 
years. 

A protege of the late Grand 
Slam champion Jana Novot- 
na, Krejcikova seeks to be- 
come the first Czech woman 
to win Roland Garros since 
Hana Mandlikova in 1981. 

She’s also bidding to be- 
come the first woman to win 
both in doubles and singles 
at Roland Garros since Mary 
Pierce in 2000. She and Kat- 
erina Siniakova advanced to 
the semifinals today.

New Alzheimer’s 
drug could cost 
Medicare billions 


Annual copays 
could reach $11,500

A new $56,000-a-year 
Alzheimer’s drug would raise 
Medicare premiums broadly, 
and some patients who are 
prescribed the medication 
could face copayments of 
about $11,500 annually, 
according to a research report 
published Wednesday. 

The drug, called Aduhelm, 
was approved by the Food and 
Drug Administration only this 
week. It’s the first Alzheimer’s 
medication in nearly 20 years, 
though it doesn’t cure the 
life-sapping neurological con- 
dition. Some experts question 
whether Aduhelm provides 
any benefit to patients, but the 
FDA determined it can reduce 
harmful clumps of plaque in 
the brain, potentially slowing 
dementia. 

Wednesday’s analysis by 
the nonpartisan Kaiser Family 
Foundation comes as congres- 
sional Democrats are trying 
to build consensus around 
legislation that would em- 
power Medicare to negotiate 
prescription drug prices. 

The chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee, Dem- 
ocratic Sen. Ron Wyden of 
Oregon, said the list price 
for the Alzheimer’s drug was 
“unconscionable.” Although 
President Joe Biden has called 
for granting Medicare negoti- 
ating authority, prospects for 
the bill are uncertain. 

The Kaiser report estimated 
that if just 500,000 Medicare 
recipients are prescribed 
Aduhelm, it would cost the 
program nearly $29 billion a 
year, far more than any other 
medication. 

“At this price, the cost of 
this one drug alone could top 
all others covered by Medi- 
care, if it is used widely,” said 
Tricia Neuman, coauthor of 


the report. 

Medicare has not made 
a formal determination on 
covering Aduhelm, but cost 
traditionally does not enter 
into such considerations. 
Drugmaker Biogen has said it 
priced Aduhelm responsibly. 

Alzheimer’s affects about 6 
million Americans, the vast 
majority old enough to qual- 
ify for Medicare. “The ap- 
proval of Aduhelm provides 
the latest high-profile exam- 
ple of the potential budgetary 
consequences of Medicare’s 
role as a price-taker in the 
pharmaceutical market- 
place,” the Kaiser analysis 
concluded. 

In addition to higher 
taxpayer costs, the domino 
effects would include higher 
“Part B” premiums for Medi- 
care’s outpatient coverage 
and increases in monthly 
premiums for millions with 
supplemental “Medigap” 
plans. As an infusion drug 
that would be administered 
in a doctor’s office, Aduhelm 
is covered by Medicare’s out- 
patient care benefit. The Part 
B standard premium, paid by 
most enrollees, is currently 
$148.50 a month. 

Beyond monthly premi- 
ums, there would also be 
impacts on out-of-pocket 
costs. Many patients taking 
the medication, including 
those signed up in Medi- 
care Advantage plans from 
private insurers, could face 
thousands of dollars in 
copayments,. The maximum 
could reach about $11,500, 
researchers estimated. 

That upper-bound cost out 
of patients’ budgets would 
translate to nearly 40% of the 
$29,650 estimated median 
income for Medicare benefi- 
claries. 

“Because Aduhelm is not a 
cure for Alzheimer’s disease, 
patients could incur these 
annual out-of-pocket costs 
over multiple years,” the 
report noted.
